LONDON, Friday, Aug. 4.—(/) 
Red army troops shattered the 
Axis Vistula river line in Poland 
yesterday, smashing 15 miles be- 
yond that last natural defense bar- 
rier short of the “holy soil” of 
Germany in a broad flow of men

LONDON, Friday, Aug. 4—(#)—Powerful Allied air fleets total]- 
ing around 5,500 bombers and fighters smashed at flying bomb bases 
in northern France and aircraft plants and communications targets 
in Germany Thursday as the August air offensive mounted in fury 
with widespread operations from both Britain and Italy. 


RAF bombers, ordinarily used 
chiefly at night, made two strikes 
during the day at robot supply 
bases in the biggest British day- 
light bombing attack of the war. 

American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators also slashed across the 
channel twice during the after- 
noon and late evening, hammering 
at transport and military targets 
in their first operation and later 
hitting robot launching platforms 
and other objectives in northern 
France and Paris and Brussels 
areas. 

Approximately 750 heavy bomb- 
ers and 500 escorting fighters of 
the U. S. Fifteenth Air Force in 
Italy battered the German air- 
eraft center of Friedrichshafen 
and communications in northern 
Italy. 

THREE ASSAULTS — 

These assaults, supplemented by 
@ series of raids by lighter bomb- 
ers and fighters as weather clear- 
ed during the afternoon, shower- 
ed an estimated 9,000 tons of ex- 
plosives on Nazi targets. 

All of the heavies were given 
fighter cover and in some cases 
encountered enemy opposition. 

The U. S. Eighth Air Force an- 
nounced in a communique early 
today that more than 1,000 heavy 
bombers participated in its twin 
operations and that seven bombers 
and six fighters were missing. 

Eleven enemy aircraft were de- 
stroyed in aerial combat and six 
on the ground by U. S. fighters, 
the communique said. 

In the first of these American 
blows some 750 Fortresses attack- 
ed railyards at Saarbrucken, Mul- 
house and Strasbourg, an oil dump 
at Merkwiller and other military 
installations in France.

TO BE SOUND LOANS 

“It should be clearly understood 
that this does not mean that bank- 
ing is embarking upon a program 
of making reckless loans. Such 
loans are of no benefit to the bor- 
rower, the bank or the commu- 
nity.” 

A recent survey of the postwar 
outlook and credit needs made re- 
cently by members of the commis- 
sion in their own ‘districts, which 
blanket the entire country. clearly 
reveals that fhe major share of the 
credit needed will be provided by 
the banking system itself. 

“Never before have the banks 
of this country had such:a tremen- 
dous storehouse of credit with 
which to serve the multiple needs 
of postwar business, industry and 
agriculture as they have today,” 
declared Hanes. “The deposit 
structure is now far in excess of 
one hundred billion dollars. The 
volume of funds is adequate to 
finance the credit needs of post- 
war America regardless of the pro- 
portions that may be reached in 
national production. 

“This credit will be released 
just as@@oon as the economic con- 
dition of the country permits and 
the government regulations re- 
stricting the extension of credit 
in many lines of activity as a pre- 
caution against inflation are lift- 
ed. It is significant, too, that the 
cost of bank credit to the bor- 
rower is the lowest in the history 
of this country. 

FOR PRODUCTIVE PURPOSES 

“The members of the Postwar 
Small Business Credit Commis- 
sion,” said Hanes, “are detérmin- 
ed to see that this great credit 
reservoir is used for productive 
purposes to facilitate the conver- 
sion of business and industry from 
war to peacetime production, to 
revitalize the many segments of 
small business adversely affected 
by wartime restrictions, and fo 
provide the financial encourage- 
ment and strength to business, in- 
dustry, agriculture and the pro- 
fessions that will create maximum 
postwar employment, particularly 
for returning war veterans.”

Vanishing Freight Trains 


|Dewy Footprints, Moving Trees 


Guide RAF to Hidden Targets 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Footprints 
in a dewy field and freight 
trains that entered but never 
came out of tunnels—from clues 
as unexpected as these have re- 
sulted mighty Royal Air Force 
bombings which have knocked 
German “military targets” off 
the map for good. 

The trail across the dewy 
field had been left by some 
German girl munitions workers 
one fine spring day. The sun 
was so bright they had walked 
off the road, and taken a short 
cut across a meadow. The track 
they made showed up on an 
RAF aerial reconnaissance pic- 
ture, faintly, but clearly enough 
to invite further investigation 
and to lead to the factory’s de- 
struction. 

The strangely behaving freight 
trains were observed by another 


pilot as he flew over a tiny 
branch line somewhere in 
France. Always the trains puff- 
ed into the tunnel, But they 
never came out at the other 
end. Air intelligence discovered 
from this clue that there was 
“no other end,” that the tunnel 
led to a vast munitions dump. 
And the big bombers went out 
again. 

From clues such as _ these, 
from “moving” forests which 
hide troop concentrations, from 
landmarks, such as statues, 
which have been removed to 
widen certain roads for extra 
war traffic—from these the men 
of Britain’s Air Intelligence 
service build up the evidence 
which results in the words “Ac- 
tion taken” being scrawled 
against one more Nazi target on 
the map.

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Nazis Quitting 


Florence Zone 


ROME, Aug. 3.— @) — German 
troops are pulling back behind the 
Greve riyer preparatory to a 
withdrawal from Florence and ad- 
vance units of the British Eighth 
Army already have stabbed with- 
in three miles of the historic city, 
field dispatches said tonight. 

It was believed the enemy would 
pull into a tight pocket behind the 
Greve where it flows below the 
southwestern edge of the city, in 
an attempt to hold until Nazi 
troops can be moved through Flor- 
ence, Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Lynn Heinzerling wrote 
from the front. 

On the other end of the Italian 
front the enemy showed determi- 
nation to make a desperate stand 
along the Arno river and on both 
sides of the besieged city of Pisa 
strong German patrols of up to 
200 men slashed into American 
positions on the south bank of the 
river, other field dispatches said. 

Heinzerling, who is with the 
Eighth Army, said New Zealand 
troops were firmly established on 
the last commanding ridge south 
of Florence and that the enemy 
was steadily withdrawing from all 
sectors below the city. 

Their departure was being has- 
tened by columns of dust-covered 
Sherman tanks, Heinzerling wrote, 
and advanuce units already had 
probed German strength less than 
three miles south of Florence. 

German defenses began giving 
away during the night and by 
morning it was observed that the 
enemy definitely was pulling out, 
presumably to avoid further loss 
in manpower trying to hold their 
lines on the ridges. Effective work 
by Allied dive-bombers helped 
convince the Germans it was time 
to fall back. 

Advances up to three miles were 
made on the extreme right of the 
Eighth Army front and South Af- 
rican troops were moving forward 
almost even with the New Zea- 
landers, 

There was no confirmation of a 
broadcast German report that Al- 
lied artillery had shelled Florence. 

In one of yesterday’s fiercest 
engagements Eighth Army units 
captured the commanding heights 


of La Poggiona, north of the vil-

1. A fund of $100,000 to hike 
present salary bonuses 5 per cent 
for those in the lower brackets 
and 21-2 per cent for those with 
advanced incomes. It would have 
pushed total bonuses allowed all 
nonschool workers to 20 per cent 
and 15 per cent, respectively. 
AUTOMATIC INCREASE 


2. An automatic salary increase 
for 30 of the 32 city department 
heads in five increments of 4 pér 
cent each. Sixteen of the depart- 
ment heads also would have had 
advances in their salary scales in 
addition to the automatic incre 
ments. This would have cost 
slightly in excess of $4,000 for the 
remainder of the year. 

3. A $60 monthly increase in the 
pay of Assistant Police Chief G. 
Neal Ellis. It would have hiked 
his pay from $290 to $350 a month. 
Other vetoes were to companion 
papers transferring funds from 
various salary accounts to provide 
money for the projected raises. 

There was considerable behind-

Spurred 
to action by representatives of 
employes and department head or- 
ganizations, council members as- 
sembled late in the day at the city 
hall to discuss Hartsfield’s ulti- 
matum, They declined to sign 
anything, but it was said they 
gave their oral assurances.

“I regret that it will be neces- 
sary to veto the two resolutions 
granting salary increases to all 
employes and department heads, 
which entail an immediate addi- 
tional pay roll expenditure of 
more than $104,000 for’ the balance 
of this year and $208,000 for next 
year and thereafter as long as 
these raises remain in effect,” 
Hartsfield said. 

“We have authorized genéral in- 
creases twice within the last-year, 
and it has now become a matter of 
whether we will devote all of the 
available money in the city to pay 
rolls or deny the taxpayers any 
accumulation of funds for further 
improvements or postwar plans.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(?)— 
A few southern congressmen fore- 
see a quick end to the war, but 
most agree that long, hard battles 
lie ahead. 

Even those expecting early vic- 
tory, however, joined today in 
warning against over-optimism 
and cautioned that war production 
must be maintained at full speed. 

They stressed that congressional! 
work on postwar legislation does 
not imply that defeat for the Axis 
is just around the corner. 

Sen. Reynolds, Democrat, North 
Carolina, commented ‘we are all 
hoping and praying the European 
war is going to end by October 1, 
but if home-front production lags 
or anything goes wrong, the con- 
flict will be extended. 

“The way events are breaking, 
everything could crack up in a 
hurry in Europe,” said Rep. Hen- 
dricks, Democraf, Florida. “How- 
ever, the enemy could fool us if 
we start fooling around, The peo- 
ple should calm down and keep 
working.” 

Others took a gloomier view. 
Typical comment included: 

Larcade, Democrat, Lou- 
isiana: “All this shouting about an 
early armistice is premature. Ger- 
many won’t crack up right away.

GIVE LAW ENFORCERS HEADACHE 


Atlanta police are continuing to seize large amounts of 
lottery tickets, and local filling stations report i 
numbers of counterfeit gasoline coupons, despite federal gov- 
ernment efforts to stamp out illegal use of gas and qugar 
coupons.

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The Banks Act With Vision 


One does not ordinarily think of revolutions within banks. 

Nevertheless a report by the Atlanta Clearing House banks, 
published this morning in The Constitution, constitutes a revolu- 
tion in thought and action which should assure the prosperity 
and advancement of the state and nation. 

It is the first act by free enterprise, designed to assure the 
future of free enterprise, that has come out of all the thinking 
and talking about our postwar future. 

There has been a great deal of deploring and resoluting about 
the future of free enterprise. It is both proper, and inspiring, 
that the banks have taken the lead and supplied the leadership. 

“A new system of lending, designed to meet, without govern- 
ment aid, the needs of small business and of all business in the 
postwar era and in the transition from war to peace,” may be 
seid to be the preamble of the action by Georgia’s banks, in 
co-operation with other banks of the nation, the same being 
directed by the American Bankers’ Association. 

What it plans, and what makes it so revolutionary and so 
likely of success, is it lifts the lending business above the level 
of interbank competition. 

It brings back, into the discussion of loans, those well-known 
assets on which this country was founded, character and ability. 
The bankers of the nation have faced themselves and the facts 
and realized banking customs for too long had largely dictated 
that loans should be made on the basis of “how much money did 
you make last year?” 

“Not only are character, ability and a sound plan to be recog- 
nized as assets, but the banks have faced facts again and realized 
that in the future small businesses must be the foundation of 
prosperity and that they cannot so become on 30, 60 and 90-day 
loans. They must have adequate amounts and sufficient length of 
time to do the job. In other words they must have long-time 
credits. 

In a sense this is one of the most encouraging news stories of 
this generation. One accepts the obvious sincerity of the nation’s 
bankers and their decision to revolutionize their lending systems. 

It is gratifying the banking leadership of the nation realizes 
that a great portion, perhaps all, of what has come to be called 
“government interference” grows out of a need that is not 
otherwise met. 

This is the sort of leadership the country has a right to expect. 
It is positive, not static, it does not deplore conditions, it acts to 
meet them. In this connection, incidentally, it might be suggested 
to the nation’s physicians they cease deploring, and act. We, too, 
are against what is called socialized medicine, But there is a need 
to be met and to date no plans have been announced to meet that 
need. Their free enterprise system might well investigate the 
action by the nation’s banks. The people have a right to expect 
leadership. 

Georgia’s representative on the American Bankers’ Small 
Business Credit Commission, which arrived at this progressive 
plan, is H. Lane Young, of the Citizens & Southern bank, whose 
jurisdiction embraces also Alabama and Florida. 

Action by the Atlanta banks was based on his report of the 
national meeting in New York. : 

Having set their hands to the plow, so to speak, the people 
will follow with avid interest the workings of the plan. The banks 
and the people cannot allow it to fail. 

Coming on the heels of the Callaway farm plan for Georgia, 
although quite without design, this statement by the banks of 
the state will add to the optimistic confidence of the people as 
to the future of the state. 

The times demand leadership. It now is being supplied. 
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Problem of Reconversion 


Congress has had presented to it several bills having to do 
with reconversion. Some of them plainly are designed to be raids 
on the Treasury. 

One of these. bills, backed by one faction of organized labor, 
would give to workers made jobless by the end of war work, more 
money than would be paid discharged soldiers. It has no chance 
of passing and we mention it only to call attention to the fact 
that unworthy “raid” bills have been, and will be presented. 
Congress, and the nation, cannot produce any bill which does 
not give to the returning soldier the best of any arrangement to 
be made. Workers in war plants have received pay which should 
have enabled them to store away money and bonds against a rainy 
day. The soldiers have been able to do so in a much smaller 
measure, and with greater sacrifice. 

Some plan of reconversion, designed to prevent unemployment, 
is necessary. We earnestly request of public opinion that it 
carefully watch the bills presented, and follow the debates in 
congress, so that immediate opinion may be thrown against any 
“paid” bill which may receive the support of large pressure groups.

The Truth, and 
Nothing But the Truth 


The other day Cason Callaway, director of 
United States Steel, with a nationally recognized 
industrial career in his record and one of the 


nation’s most successful farms as his present 


work, stood before 800 business and civic leaders of Georgia and said: 
“Poor land is the basic obstacle to profitable farming. For gen- 
erations our forefathers literally ‘mined’ the soil in growing cotton. 
There seemed to be an abundance of land, and farm labor was 
plentiful and cheap; when one area was worn out, another was 
taken over, and the abandoned land was left to continue to erode. 
Eventually our depleted land was largely left to tenants whose only 
means of existence was the planting of annual cash crops, which 
continued and magnified the depletion of the land’s richness. 


“Annual cash crops are largely soil-depleting. In annual! crops 
you must start all over again every year. Probably 95 per cent 
of all cash crops in our state come in this category. This situation 
produces low income, little education, poor health, high interest 
rates, and a: feeling of ‘come day, go day, God send Sunday,’ miti- 
gating against the building of character in the man as well as 
against the building of fertility in the soil. 


“The result is that we have poor land—land that is worn out and 
eroded away with cultivated crops which increase erosion, taking 
everything from the land and putting nothing back. As a result, 
Georgia farm land as a whole, including the recent rises in price, 
will average about $30 an acre. We are forced to compete with 
farm land outside the southeast which will average about $150 an 
acre. I believe we will agree that we can no more do that than a 
man with a broken-down $300 truck can compete against a man with 
a $1,500 truck. 

“The only way we have been able to survive in the past, with 
this broken-down tool, has been with labor at around 75 cents to $1 
a day. I do not believe that in our lifetime we will see this wage 
scale again; and I think that is all right. But whether you or I 
may think it is all right or not has nothing to do with it. We must 
get out of the position of trying to take $30 land and compete with 
it against $150 land, or else continue to move off the land and leave 
it as we have been doing for the last 20 years.” 

That is truth, plain; painful, unadulterated. 

The simple truth is that the agricultural machine of the souéshern 
states, still dependent on annual crops, is breaking down. Fast. 

Another painful truth is that until the soil conservation policy 
was adopted there was no effort made to stop the washing away 
and the accumulative depletion of the soil. 


WILL THEY LISTEN? I think they will listen to Cason Calla- 


way. But I know this—there will be 
many to grumble about it. There will be hundreds, standing on 
the porches of their own unpainted, rotting, small farm houses, to 
swear at him as a “big man trying to play with farming.” 

The politicians we have had, the many panting “friends” of the 
farmer, largely are responsible. 

If the southern political speeches of this and the last generation 
were read and analyzed they would be found to be merely an appeal 
to the prejudices of mankind, particularly farmers. They would 
be found to be telling the farmer only that he was mistreated and 
that they, the politicians, would be his “friend,” if elected. A few 
markets were built, an occasional fertilizer and~seed law row was 
raised, a cheap automobile tag supplied, and the rest of it was

» German Staff Plans 
For Next War Today 


In any study of the safeguards which are ab- 
solutely essential if the world is to be saved from 
a third war precipitated by the blood and con- 
secre be quest-hungry German militarists, high place must 
be given to protection on our home front. 

It must be realized, without any doubt and equivocation, that 
the rea] makers of war are not the Nazis or the Hitlers, but the 
German general staff, the hierarchy of Junkers army officers whose 
entire , aes are dedicated to the profession of military slaughter. 
These are the men who do not consider either the first or the sec- 
ond World Wars as separate conflicts, but merely campaigns in the 
continuing war which they believe will go on, with a third wrong the 
necessary more outbreaks until they have finally conquered the 
world. Peacetime they regard merely as an armistice, granting them 
time to rebuild a shattered military machine. 

It is these, the hierarchy of the German genera! staff, who 
constitute the actual menace to the world. Hitler and his criminal 
gangsters are merely a passing incident which they were able to 
use for their own purpose and through which they will always 
believe they came very close to achieving the ultimate triumph. In 
fact, they will believe, no matter how complete Germany’s defeat 
this time, that the German army was actually far better, far braver 
and far more brilliant in leadership than any armies of the United 
Nations and it was only the overwhelming weight of that bourgeois 
capacity for production by the United States, made possible by 
geographic accident, that accounted—not for their defeat—but for 
their lack of immediate success. 


INTERNAL ATTACK This general staff has learned that a 


country cannot be subdued, cannot be 
thoroughly conquered, merely by occupation of a foreign and _ vic- 
torious army. To subdue a country it is necessary to plant within 
it political and industrial leaders who will create dissension and 
who will use its industrial plant for the benefit of the attacker. 

The general staff has a scheme it is, even now, putting into 
operation. They call it “indirect complicity.” 

It is simple yet terrifically involved in its mass of detail. 

It involves sending their own agents, men they can absolutely 
trust, into the countries to be attacked in the future, in order that 
these men may become well established in the business, industrial 
and political life of the chosen victim, before the actual assault 


begins. 

These men, of course, will so conduct themselves they will easily 
become naturalized citizens of the country they plan to destroy. 
They may not, even, come here, for instance, directly from Ger- 
many. To allay suspicion they may change citizenship twice, com- 
ing to us as subjects or citizens of some other country than their 
German homeland. 

These will be well trained and educated to assume prominence, 
at least in their local communities. And, in subtlest way, they will 
seek to convert others to their way of thinking on many subjects, 
all of which will be for the furtherance of German plans, even 
though the issues involved may seem totally divorced from interna- 
tional affairs. 

If they can keep United States opinion and policies hopelessly 
divided and confused and in state of frequent change, they will have 
achieved their object of weakening the national strength of this 
country. 


UNWITTING AIDES For each of these men who are con- 


sciously agents of Germany, there will 
be scores of Americans who think themselves loyal patriots who 
will, nonetheless, be tricked into playing the game the Germans 
want them to play. Sowers of disunity, preachers of hatreds, dema- 
gogues of untruth, unscrupulous politicians and overly greedy busi- 
ness men. Power-drunk union leaders and pitiful mobsters who are 
led to any violence by any glib persuader. These, and many others, 
will constitute the “indirect complicity,” which the German general 
staff even now is planning and beginning as the first step in weak- 
ening this and other of the United Nations, in preparation of the 
day when the German armies and air force will, without warning, 
once again spew death upon a world too decent to comprehend the 
depths of depravity to which that staff can sink. 

There is only one way to guard against this plotted betrayal 
from within. The FBI can’t protect us, nor can any official action 
or government force. 

The only salvation possible is through care and watchfulness on 
the part of every American to see that he does not become involved, 
in either direct or indirect complicity, in serving the purposes of a 
Germany which seeks, for a third time, to ride to world mastery 
upon the bodies of countless pitiful dead.

As we talked this man said, 
“Look at them mosquitoes hit that 
gasoline,” 

And sure enough the mosquitoes 
were diving just like dive bomb- 
ers, but once: they hit the gasoline 
they’d just fold up and died beau- 
tifully and floated on the surface. 


OLD GUN COLLECTOR 

In one small-arms repair section 
that I visited the only man who 
knew or cared anything about 
guns before the war was a pro- 
fessional gun collector. 

He was Sgt. Joseph Toth, of 
Mansfield, Ohio. He was stripped 
down to his undershirt, as the day 
was warm for a change. He was 
washing the walnut stocks of dam- 
aged rifles in a tub of water with 
a sponge. 

Toth used to work at the West- 
inghouse Electric plant in Mans- 
field and hé spent all his extra 
money collecting guns. He belongs 
to the Ohio Gun Collectors’ As- 
sociation. 

He says each one of the gun 
collectors back in Ohio has a dif- 
ferent specialty. Some collect pis- 
tols; some muzzleloaders. His 
own hobby was machine pistols. 
He has 33 in his collection, some 
of them very expensive ones. 

Ironically enough, he has not 
collected any guns over here at 
all, even though he’s in a world 
of machine pistols and many pass 
through his hands. 

“It isn’t so much the collect- 
ing,” he says. “I just like to take 


them down. When I monkey with 


a gun, I like to take it clear down 
and put.it back together again.” 

Toth also likes to talk. He'll 
talk all day. As the other boys 
say, if he could always have a 
new type machine pistol to take 
down and somebody to listen to 
him at the same time, he’d con- 
stantly be the happiest man on 
earth.

Eggs are not plentiful enough in 
Normandy to supply the whole 
Army, but a good scrounger can 
dig up a few each day. We buy 
them from farmers’ wives for six 
and eight cents apiece. We're 
hoping some day to buy some 
from: a farmers’ daughter. 

These Normandy eggs are fine 
eggs, and about every fourth one 
is as big as a duck egg. The five 
men in our tent are all egg-con- 
scious, sO we make it a practice 
to shop for eggs as we go about 
the country. 

We pass up regular breakfast in 
the Army mess and have our 
breakfast in our own tent every 
morning. By some inexplicable 
evolution of cruel fate I have be- 
come the chef for this four-man 
crew of breakfast gargantuans. 

Those four plutocrats lie in 
their cots and snore while I get 
out at the crack of dawn and slave 
over two Coleman stoves, cooking 
their eggs in real Normandy but- 
ter—fried, scrambled, boiled or 
poached, as suits the whims of 
their respective majesties. 

Except when I’m away with 
troops, I’ve been at this despic- 
able occupation now for two 
months. And although my clients 
are smart enough to keep me al- 
ways graciously flattered about 
my. culinary genius, I’m getting 
damn sick of the job. 

PLOT FOR REVENGE 

So some day I’m going to carry 
gut the most diabolical scheme. 
I'll ‘prepare, with the greatest 
care, the most delicious breakfast 
ever known in France—lI’ll have 
shirred hummingbird eggs and 
crisp French fried potatoes and 
corn-fed bacon, done to a turn, 
and grape jelly and autumn-brown 
toast and gallons and gallons of 
thick, luscious coffee. 

Then I’ll wake them up and I’ll 
serve it to all four of them on a 
red platter. I'll serve it with a 
bow to Mr. Whitehead, and a 
curtsy to Mr. Liebling, and a 
“‘good morning to you, sir,” to Mr. 
Brandt, and a long salute to Mr. 
Gorrell, And after I’ve served 
it, I’ll walk out casually as 
though I’m going up the hedge- 
row a little ways. 

But instead I’ll go on away and 
I'll never come back again as long 
as I live, never, not even if they 
put an ad in the paper, and they 
will all wither away to nothing 
from lack of sustenance, and 
eventually they will starve plumb 
to death in this far-away and 
strangely beautiful land. Ha, ha.

CASE D-217: Larry B., aged 4, 
is an only child. 

“The other day I had callers 
in the afternoon,” his mother in- 
formed me. “Larry woke up from 
his nap and stood around the room 
watching them. 

“Tl urged him to go out to play 
with the little girl who had come 
to visit him. She was then riding 
Larry’s tricycle on the front side- 
walk. 

“But Larry wouldn’t budge. In 
fact I had to push him out of the 
door and lock it. | 

“Then I saw him look terrified 
and race around the house to the 
back door. He screamed in such 
terror that I had to let him in, 
for he was sobbing. 

“Since then I don’t dare shut 
his bedroom door. He grows pan- 
icky. I have tried to reassure 


him and am gradually getting him | 
over this fear of closed doors, but |

But when Junior returns to 
what was formerly an absolute 
monarchy of his own home, he 
finds a red-faced crying baby 
brother or sister. 


“Junior views the newcomer as 
a thief and a robber who has 
stolen in and deposed him.

“What are these?” asked a wom- 
an of me in a grocery the other 
day, as'she held up a large beau- 
'tifully green avocado. 
“Avocados,” I answered, “Those 
are the large Florida ones, aome 
in abundantly about this time each 
year, and very good indeed.” 
“What do you do with them? 
What are they like?” she frankly 
inguired. This fellow-shopper’s 
lack of acquaintance with the avo- 
cado led to today’s food column. 
The avocado is a pear-shaped 
tropical fruit, sometimes called 
“alligator pear” and in the United 
States is grown in Florida and 
California, The Florida onés are 
larger than the California %ariety 
which usually is stamped with the 
word “Calavo,” the name the Pa- 
cific coast gave them: The fruit 
is at its best when there is evi- 
dence of softness when the cush- 
ions of the fingers press into the 
skin. There should not be too 
much softness, which indicates the 
fruit is overripe, mushy and dark. 
Avocados are a rich source of 
several of the vitamins and min- 
erals, and among the fruits it is 
a remarkable source of fat. Be- 
cause of the fatty quality the avo- 
cado has a higher caloric value 
than any other fruit with one ex- 
ception, dried figs.

No good 
will come of dashing through 
them. Even performed slowly the 
exercises do not take more than 
five minutes. But you can’t expect 
five minutes’ exercise to banish 
the hump if you spend the rest 
of the time with your head jut- 
ted forward. The biggest part of 
this correction is the head car- 
riage. Never let the head droop 
forward. In reading, hold the book 
up. It is easier.on the eyes and 
far easier on the back of the neck 
and the chinline. In working, 
bend forward at the hip joints; 
and in walking, don’t bend! Swing

MOSCOW, Aug. 3.—(#/)—The 


Ukraine state atrocities committee | 


charged today that 150,000 patients 
died in a German hospital at Sla- 
vuta, about 160 miles west of Kiev, 
during the two years of Nazi oc- 
cupation. 

The committee charged that 
German doctors intentionally 
spread infectious diseases by herd- 


ing new patients at gunpoint into, 


a room where 1,800 were already 
dying of typhoid and tuberculosis. 

Evidence was collected by in- 
vestigators under Nikita Kruschev, 
head of the Ukrainian Soviet So- 


cialist Republic, said the commit- 


tee, which included medical and 
legal experts. Their findings were 
given a full page, with photo- 
graphs, in all Soviet newspapers.

The patients were starved to 
death on a diet of 250 grams of 
ersatz flour, made of ground wood 
pulp and containing less than two 
per cent of starch, the committee 
said.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler and Heinrich Himmler, the 
man he put in charge of home de- 
fenses, have tightened the Nazi 
grip on the German army with 
mass promotions of SS leaders to 
higher military ranks and appoint- 
ment of one of the party faithful 
as “chief Nazi political commis- 
sar” in the Wehrmacht, 

These disclosures were made in 
two DNB announcements broad- 
cast today from Berlin. 

One said Hitler, Himmler and 
Field Marshal Gen. Wilhelm Kei- 
tel addressed a meeting of “politi-' 
cal guidance officers” at which| 
Gen. Baron Ritter von Hengel, 
commander of mountain troops, 
was presented as chief of this de- 
partment. |
